But the strychnine has answered but 
one of the many questions which tis 
sJeath in one of the most prominent 
business houses in the city suggests. 
Questions Are Suggested. 

Who is this “lady in black.” whom 
s0 many have declared they have seen 
beforetand are yet unable to place? 

Why were there no identifying 
marks, no name of maker in her hat, 
no letters, no cards, no satchel, which 
so often carries a multitude of Ilittle 
things Which would aid an inquirer? 

And what was the reason that led 
her to take the strychnine? Was it an 
overdose, or was it suicide? 

She walked into the store an un- 
known. She left it an unknown, From 
the store she was sent to H. M. Pat- 
terson'’s undertaking establishment, 
and there viewed by many of the 
curious. And _ her identity remained 
unpenstrated, the veil unlifted. 

Before death came to her she an- 
swered just one question. That told 
that she lived in Atlanta. But beyond 
that it has been found impossible to 
piece together her history to suggest a 
cause for death.

The total property 
value of the telephone company 
is $545,045,600, and that of the 
Western Union $124,086,920.

Boston, November 16.—A long stride 
toward the complete control by one cor- 
poration of all wire communication in 
the United States was made today in 
the acquisition by the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company of the 
control of the Wetsern Union Tele- 
graph Company. 

In order to make the absorption com- 
piete, the incorporation of a new 
billion-dollar company, it is said, will 
be necessary to include the $592,475,000 
of bonds and stock of the American Tel- 
ephone Company, known as the Bell 
Company, and the outstanding $165,- 
000,000 of bonds and stock of the 
Western Union. 

The acquisition of the necessary 
stock and voting rights of the Western 
Union by the Bell Company has been 
in progress for about six months.

Step One of Economy. 


The work has been conducted quietly 
and only a sufficient amount to insure 
control, said to be 61 per cent, was 
taken over. 

The officers of the Bell Company 
regard the step as one of economy 
solely. They point out that ever since 
the telephone has been a factor in hu- 
man life, it has had to compete with 
the telegraph. Lines have been paral- 
leled and there has been an immense 
amount of duplication. The officers 
of the telephone company believe that 
the merger will save the Bell Com- 
pany $70,000,000, while it will also en- 
able the utilization at the same time 
of wires for both telegraphing and tel- 
ephoning. 

The history of the Westetn Union 
dates back to before the civi] war, 
but the Bell Company is of compara- 
tively recent origin. 

Ab orbed Smaller Companies. 

Both companies pursued the usual 
method of absorbing smaller compa- 
nies. The small

DID SUGAR TRUST NAME 
WEIGHERS AT THE PORT? 


That Charge Has Been Made, 
but Civil Service Commission 
Makes Statement in Denial. 
Taft and Cabinet Discuss the 
Sugar Scandal, but No State- 
ment Is Made. 


Washington, November 16.—Twene- 
ty-two assistant weighers in the 
New York customs house are known 
have been implicated in, or are 
under suspicion of a positive charac- 
ter in the so-called sugar trust 
frauds. 

This is set forth in a public state- 
ment issued tonight by Chairman 
Black and Messrs. Mecllihenney' and 
Washburn, of the civil service commis- 
sion, in answer to charges to the ef- 
fect that civil service appointments 
and removals in the New York custom 
house were at the dictum of the trust. 

The statement of the commissioners 
is largely argumentative, designed to 
show the care which Its taken in the 
preparation and rating of examination 
how, by reason of the meth- 
ods in vogue, it is practically impos- 
sible for the commission’s examiners 
in Washington to show favoritism in 
rating; the authority given appointing 
officers to examine thoroughly into the 
antecedents of eligibles and the 
power of removal enjoyed by them if 
they had, or believed they had grounds 
for such course. 

Charges of Genera] Character, 

Answering in detail the charges, 
the commission gays they have been 
of the most general character, and 
no name has been mentioned in coén- 
nection with them of any person who 


papers, 


‘ig of the commission’s force. Thd@ in- 


formation regarding the 22 assistant 
weighers came from the New York cus- 
tom house. Two of the assistant 
weighers were appointed without cer- 
tification by the commission, the re- 
maining twenty having been appointed 
by certification from 1885 to 1907. 
There are now employed at New York 
126 assistant weighers. 

The examination by ‘which these 
assistant weighers ,have.been chosen 
during fifteen years’ time, says the 
commission, have all been prepared and 
rated at Washington. The examina- 
tions themselves are conducted by the 
loc@i board at New York, or else- 
where. 

The commission sets out how care- 
ful it has been in ascertaining the 
personal character of applicants for 
assistant weighers’ positions, requir- 
ing information which embodied sub- 
stantially a history of their past ca- 
reers and vouchers certifying to their 
worth. 

The Right of Removal. 

Touching the right of removal by 
appointing officers the civil service 
rules limit the commission in its 
right of inquiry in such cases to those 
in which the allegation is made, with 
some show of support, that the re- 
moval was for political or religious 
reasons. 

The statement of the commission 
concludes: 

“What the commission desires to 
emphasize to the press is that it has 
not only all of the precautions 
possible in the selection of its eligibles, 
but it has left in the department un- 
impaired the power of sifting such 
appointments when once made, to the 
bottom, and exercising the power of 
removal at any time that the interests 
of the public service requires. -It in- 
terposes no objection to renroval for 
cause and its processes, instead of 
impairing the rights of an appointing 
officer to make inquiry into moral fit- 
ness, has supplemented them to the 
fullest extent that ordinary human 
vigilance can exercise.”

Despondent Over Continued 


Most Prominent Citizens Decides to Go to 


Another 


Ill Health, One of Atlanta’s 


Bourne. 


. GL. Norrman, oneof Atlanta's most 
prominent architects, shot himself 
through the brain in his room at the 
Majestic hotel yesterday afternoon 
about 3 o'clock, and died about 5:30 
o'clock at the Presbtyerian hospital. 

Immediately after the shot was iieard., 
several attendants rushed up to his 
room and, upon entering, found him 
in the bath tub, fully dressed, with a 
revolver clasped in his right hand. A 
gaping wound had been made in his 
right temple. 

Never Regained Consciousness. 

He was quickly taken up and re- 
moved to the Presbtyerian hospital, 
but though heroic efforts were made 
by the physicians, death already had 
him in its clasp, and he died without 
ever regaining consciousness. 

The cause of his committing the deed 
is not known. He had suffered many 
years with various ailments, and sev- 
eral years ago was stricken terribly 
With paralysis, from which he never 
quite recovered. For this reason it is 
thought that the state of his health 
may have driven him to despondency 
and the deed. 

Mr. Norrman had charge of the 
bullding of several of Atlanta's most 
imposing edifices, one of the most 
notable of which was the First Baptist 
church. 

The body was taken to H. M. Pat- 
terson’s undertaking parlors, where it 
will be held until funeral arrange- 
ments have been - made. All of the 
deceased’s relatives are in Sweden. 

Story of Godfrey Norrman. 

Godfrey L. Norrman was a native of 
Sweden and left his home when not 
quite fifteen years of age as a sea- 


man and for several! years lived upon 
the waters. . 

But little is known of his life previ- 
ous to the early eighties, when he be- 
cempe a resident of the city, He was 
then a*young man, but the papers 
found in his trunks and boxes (and 
there were no few of these). each one 
stored with letters and printed mat- 
ter in two or three languages, tell 
almost graphically a life of travel and 
study, during which he appears to 
have been €¢ducating himself for 
architecture and construction. Papers 
show that he attended the Copenhagen 
University and was at one time a stu- 
dent at a high-class German school. 
Of the many letters found among his 
possessions none were in the English. 
Some of these letters came from towns 
in Sweden, others from towns in Ger- 
many and yet others presumably from 
places in’ Denmark.

ent Outbreak at Scene of 
Mine Horror 


SCORES OF BURIED MEN 
ARE UNDOUBTEDLY DEAD 


Flames Are Raging in the Coal 
Deposits and the Mine Has 
Been Sealed Up --- Sealing of 
the Mine Like Filling of the 
Grave to the Wives of Buried 
Miners. 
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ONE GREATER DISASTER 
IN MINING <MISTORY 


Washington, November 16.— 
According to the records the 
Cherry disaster wlll rank as the 
second greatest in the country. 
Only one other, that at Monon- 
gah, W. Va., in which 356 miners 
lost their lives, can furnish a 
greater death list. At Monon- 
gah, when the mine was pene- 
trated the bodies of some who 
had probably lived forty-eight 
hours were found. Rescuers, 
equipped with Aelmets and re- 
suscitation apparatus, might 
have saved them, it is declared. 
Every rescuer now is equipped 
with enough oxygen to keep him 
alive in a gaseous mine for two 
hours. The equipment of mines 
in Europe with the oxygen ap- 
paratus has helped reduce the 
death rate among miffers there 
to .015 per cent of those em- 
ployed. In the United States 
the death rate is .0486 of those 
employed.

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November 16.—-Troops 
were called for today tO prevent any 
untoward demonstration at the |. St. 
Paul coal mine when the bodies of the 
300 men entombed by last Saturday's 
disaster, are brought to the surface. 
Sheriff Skeglund. of Bureau county, 
telegraphed to Springfield asking Gov- 
ernor Deneen to send several compa- 
nies of militia. So far there has been 
no violence, and it is hoped by the pres- 
ence of a small guard to prevent any 
ill-advised move on the part of the 


miners. whose feelings have been 
wrought up by the loss of their com- 
rades. 

When the entombed men, or, more 
likely, thair bodies, will be brought 
to surface is doubtful. None of the of- 
ficers believe that anv of the 300 eéen- 
tombed men are alive, but nothing 
more i8 now actually known about 
their fate than was known the day of 
the accidgnt.

Fire in the mine today was even 
more intense than it was when the men 
were entrapped three days ago. and 


no efforts could be made to enter the 
shaft. 

Fire Chief Horan, of Chicago, are 
rived today with assistance and a sup- 
ply of hose and chemical fire extin- 
guishers.

At Enthusiastic Meeting Plans 
Are Made to Raise $100,000 
to Give Institution $1,000,000 
Endowment Fund --- Outlook 
Is Bright. 


Today will mark the beginning of a 
whirlwind canvass of the city in behalf 
of the endowment fund of $350,000 
which it ts proposed to raise for Ag- 
nes ‘Scott Female College at Decatur 
before December 1. At a most en- 
thusiastic meeting of the promoters 
of this movement, held at the Piedmont 
hotel last night, final arrangements 
for the canvass were completed and 
the actual work will be begun this 
morning with the canvass of the en- 
tire city by the members of fifteen spe- 
cial committees.

Grabill Followed His Man 
to Very Death. 


Robbed of $3,500 by Gold Mine 
Swindle, Grabill Followed the 
Robber Till Latter’s Bones 
Were Left in Grave in Cali- 
fornia Desert. 


Anderson, Ind., November 16.—With 
the satisfaction of knowing that the 
bones of the man that swindled him of 
$3,500 lie bleaching in the sands of the 
Southern California desert, Newton A. 
Grabill, a mill owner of Daleville, re- 
turned home today after a 10,000-mile 
chase and found that his creditors, 
believing him dead, had petitioned the 
Delaware county court to wind up his 
estate. Grabill is years old, but he 
is strong of body and grim of will. 

The Gold Mine Swindle, 

One day last June Grabill was ap- 
proached at his mill by a man that 
said he represented a brokerage firm 
at Chicago. The stranger had pros- 
pectuses of a gold mine in Colorado 
and persuaded Grabill that it would be 
a profitable investment for his sav- 
ings. Grabill handed the supposed 
brokers’ agent $3,500 in cash and made 
an appointment with him to meet him 
in Indianapolis and turn over the re- 
mainder of the amount he intended to 
invest. 

At Indianapolis Grabill learned that 
he had been tricked. Angry and sore 
with chagrin, he took up the trail of 
the swindler. First it led to St. Louis 
and then to Denver. From that city 
to New Mexico and Arizona Grabill 
followed. The confidence man knew 
the victim was on the track and he 
fled without rest, doubling through 
the southwestern states. 

At length the swindler crossed the 
border into Mexico, with which coun. 
try he evidently was familiar. Here 
he had the better of Grabill. who, an 
Indiana farmer and millwright. was 
confused by the language and the 
manner of the people. But if he could 
not keep close to the game himself, 
Grabill had the shrewdness and the 
determination to employ an agent that 
could, and so he engaged a Mexican 
detective.

Into the Desert. 
7rabill and the detective followed 
the swindler into the California des- 
ert. The Indianian had no hope of re- 
covering any of the money that had 
so easily been taken from him, but 
he was dead set on making sure that

it. The pursuit wore him out 
and he stopped in a village, but the de- 
tective pressed on. 

Within a few weeks the detective 
returned to Grabill and gave him suf- 
ficient proof that he had caught up 
with the swindler at a lonely ranch 
house; that the man was at bay and 
desperate; that they fought, and that 
he shot the swindler dead. His body 
was buried in the desert. 

Satisfied that in this fina] deal he 
was getting his money’s worth, Gra- 
bill paid the detective and set out for 
Indiana. He had been too busy to 
write home.

| Dr. S. Y. Jameson Elected 


as President. 


Succeeds Ex-Gov. W. J. North- 
en, Who Retires After Four- 
teen Years’ Service---Forceful 
Convention Sermon Delivered 


by Dr. O. J. Copeland. 


Dublin, Ga., November 16.—(Special.) 
The Georgia Baptist Convention, which 
met here today in its eighty-eighth an- 
nual convention, chose Dr. 8. Y. Jameson 
president after an earnest appeal was 
made by ex-Governor W. J. Northen 
that he be permitted to retire after his 
fourteen years’ service, 

Last year Governor Northen sought 
to retire, but was prevailed upon to 
take the office again. Today he as- 
sured the brethren that he thought it 
was time for new blood to be recog- 
nized in the bestowal of the office; 
that his hearing was not as good as it 
once was and made it difficult for him 
to discharge the duties of the office, 
and a third reason was that he had 
made an engagement to deliver an ad- 
dress on the prevention of tuberculosis 
at a gathering of negroes, which would 
force him for the first time in twenty- 
five years to absent himself from a 
meeting of the state convention. 

Ex-Governor J. M. Terrell nominated 
Judge T. J. Lawson, of Eatonton, for 
president. Rev. Turner Smith, of Dub- 
lin, nominated Dr. S. ¥. Jameson, of 
Macon. Dr. W. L. Pickard, of Savan- 
nah, nominated ex-Governor Terrell, 
and Dr. H. R. Bernard, of Atlanta, nom- 
inated Dr. John D, Mell, of Athens. 

Ex-Governor Terrell and Judge Law- 
son withdrew their names, thus léeav- 
ing only Dr. Jameson and Dr. Mell to 
be considered. 

The vote was a close one, 192 ballots 
being cast for Dr. Jameson and 181 for 
Dr. Mell. On motion of Dr. Pickard, 
the election of Dr. Jameson was made 
unanimous. 

Dr. Jameson was secretary of the 
State mission board for a number of 
years and is now president of Mercer 
university. 

Dr. Mell was, until a few years ago, 
a lawyer at the Athens bar. He has 
been preaching for some vears, and 
is the son of Dr. P. H. Mell, for a num- 
ber of years the great parliamentarian 
of the Baptists. 

When formally presented to the con- 
vention by the retiring president, Dr. 
Jameson was much affected, and it was 
with difficulty that he expressed his 
appreciation and deep surprise. The 
high honor was entirely unexpected, 
much overcome at this new evidence 
of their consideration, and was deeplv 
moved by the trust reposed in him. He 
and he assured the brethren he was 
said his whole life had been consecrat- 
ed to promoting the cause of the Bap- 
tist faith in Georgia and this. new 
place would cause him to redouble his 
efforts.

Washington, November 16.—Contin- 
ued extensive desertions in the United 
States army during the last fiscal 
year forms the leading feature of the 
annual report of Adjutant General | 
Ainsworth. After showing that 4,993

men deserted from the enlisted force 
of the regular army, General Ains- 
worth concludes that only a strict en- 
forcement of severe penalties will 
diminish materially the practice of 
taking ‘“‘French leave” on the part of 
the soldiers. 

He regards as rather alarming the 
fact that the number of deserffons! 
during the last fiscal year was greater! 
than in the preced ng twelve months. | 
Of the whole number of enlisted men 
4.97 per cent deserted during the last 
fiscal vear, while the desertions of 
the preceding year amounted to 4.59 
per cent. General Ainsworth says the 
abolition of the canteen, the monotony 
of garrison life, the increasing amount 
of work and study demanded of a 
soldier and the ease with which re- 
munerative employment can be oOb- 
tained in civil life in these prosperous 
times are causes of the evils men- 
tioned. 

The percentage of desertions among 
the white troops is about ten times 
greater than among the colored men 
in the service. Of the men who de- 
gerted during the year 1,013 were ap- 
prehended and 315 surrendered. 

On October 15 the actual strength of 
the army, including the Philippine 
scouts. was 81,778, while on the same 
day one year previously the actual 
strength was 78,166. On October 15, 
1909, there were 7,350 vacancies in, 
the army, compared with 9,558 on the! 
game day of 1908.

Force of Inspectors Is Practi- | doctor,’ 


cally Doubled and Will In- 
volve Saving in Expense Ac- 
counts---Those Who Get Ap- 
pointments. 


The state prison commission yester- 
day appointed two road supervisors 
and six inspectors of prison camps, in- 
creasing the inspectors’ force eight, 
just double what it has been hereto- 


fore. 

The board has heretofore employed 
four inspectors, but two of these, Dr. 
W. J. Flanders and A. B. Coombs, re- 
signed, leaving of the old force only 
E. W. Hawes, of McDuffie and Hugh 
Price, of Oconee. 

The road supervisors named are H. 
C. Tuggie, of DeKaKlb, formerly an in- 
spector, and John Awtrey, of Cobb. 
These appointments were made under 
the new prison commission act Which 
authorizes the appointment of as many 
as four road supervisors whose duties 
are to assist the counties and look af- 
ter road construction generally 
throughout the state. They will also 
act somewhat as chief or head inspec- 
tors. 

The new inspectors named 
board are Elmore Ballew, 
county: J. F. Simmons, of Pickens; 
W. F. Walker, of Crawford; Dan Hall, 
of Lee: J. A. Riley, of Houston, and 
J. F. Monk, of Colquitt. 

The salary of an inspector is $1,200 
a year and that of the supervisors 
$1,500, though the new law authorizes 
as high as $1,800 in the latter case. 

The prison commission found it prac- 
tically impossible with the old force 
to cover the state. There are, approx- 
imately, 150 convict camps in the state 
now, or more than three times aS many 
as there were before the present law 
became of force. ; 

It. has been found that the expenses 
of each inspector run from $80 to $100 
a month, because of the large amount 
of traveling they do. With a larger 
force of inspectors and an apportion- 
ment of the state into districts, the 
commission finds that these expenses 
can be reduced fully 50 per cent. 

The increase in the inspectors’ force 
to eight, however, is stated to be only 
a temporary movement or, rather, a 
test. It is the purpose of the commis- 
sion to ascertain just exactly what is 
needed in this respect, and as soon as 
it does so it will establish the inspec- 
tion force upon that basis. 

It is said there were several hun- 
dred applications for the _ positions 
which the commission had at its dis- 
posal.

A medical inspection of the public 
schools of the city, conducted by Dr.

Prompt Attention Given. 

Perceiving that her condition was 
desperate, Mr. Strauss called for some 
one to telephone for a doctor. A man, 
who was passing by, said he was a 
doctor and immediately entered the 
room to treat the patient. The wo- 
man who had been seen bending over 
the stricken woman, proved to be a 
trained nurse, so that immediate medi- 
cal attention was given her, far quick- 
er, probably, than she would have re- 


ceived in any other place in the city. 
All efforts proved fruitless, however, 
and within ten minutes death claimed 


her. 

Dr. J. V. P. Oglesby, the physician, 
asked her, just before she died, to 
tell him her name. An unintelligible 
mumble followed. Shortly before this 
she had stated that she lived in Atlan- 
ta. That was all the information she 
vouchsafed. 

The body was removed to H. M. 
Patterson's undertaking establishment 
and Coroner Paul Donehoo was noti- 
fied. 

Her clothing was searched and sev- 
eral trinkets which she wore, ong & 
necklace and an arm bracelet, but 
none of these gave any clew. 

She was a woman of dark complex- 
ion and hair and was of average 
height and rather slender. Her fea- 
tures were of a regular Grecian type, 
being finely chiselled, and these, ftv- 
gether with her long black lashes, 
made her a woman of unusually 
striking appearance. 


sponded, saying that he was a doctor. 

“He bent over the woman, with the 
other woman and Lucien York, our 
manager, in attendance.

The trained nurse 
would not believe it, though, and it 
took considerable persuasion on the 
part of the doctor to convince her that 
the woman really was dead. The am- 
bulance and the coroner were sum- 
moned. 

“The woman had in her pocketbook 
a drug store check marked for thirty- 
five cents and sixty-five cents In 
change. 


Both the police and the coroner are 
making every effort to clear up this 
mystery, but up to a late hour her 
identity wag still unknown. 

Strauss Gives Account. 

The following account of the in- 
cident as told by D. H. Strauss, sec- 
retary of M. Rich & Bros. Co. gives 
an accurate description of just what 
happened: 

“TI had just returned from dinner, 
and was passing the ladies’ rest room, 
which is directly opposite my office, 
when I heard a woman scream. I 
rushed to the door, and found a wom- 
an on the floor with another bend- 
ing over her, and a negro nurse with 
a baby sitting on a chair across the 
room. 

“I rushed to the woman's side, pick- 
ed her up, and placed her on the 
couch. I then asked her if she lived 
here, and she nodded her head in the 
affirmative. I asked her what her 
name was, but this question’ she re- 
fused to answer. She then swooned. 

“T rushed to the door and called for 
some one to telephone for a doctor. 
A gentleman passing the door re- 


“In the waste-basket, which was half 
filled with papers, Mr. York found an 
empty package marked strychnine. 
Whether this woman put that there or 
not, I do not know, for it was in the 
bottom of the basket, but from what 
the doctor and nurse said and from 
what I could learn, it seemed to me 
that she had taken some kind ofa 
drug. 

“She was given prompt attention. In 
fact, much prompter attention than she 
would have received had it been neces- 
sary to send out for a doctor, and she 
would probably have died before medi- 
cal aid reached her in the latter event. 

Looks Like Strychnine. 

Dr. J. V. P. Oglesby, who answered 
Mr. Strauss’ cail, and who happened to 
be in the store at the time, in speak- 
ing of the case, said: “It looks to me 
like a plain case of strychnine poison- 
ing. The woman had several convul- 
sions. When I reached her side her 
lips were blue and her pulse shallow. 
I started to fix a strychnine hypoder- 
mic, but refrained from doing this 
when I noted the symptoms. I then 
fixed up something to counteract it, 
but she was too far gone to do any-

UNDER WAY TODAY 


Advisory Committee Is 
Appointed. 


At Most Enthusiastic Meeting 
Plans Are Decided Upon to 
Make Certain the Success of 
the Ballot Battle for the 


Bond Issue. 


An enthusiastic and business-like 
meeting of the general bond campaign 
committee was held yesterday after- 
noon in the council chamber, and at 
its conclusion it was the unanimous 
expression that the issuance of the 
bonds for the various much-needed im- 
provements of the city will go through 
on election day, December 15th, with a 
whoop. 

Three energetic measures were de- 
cided upon. First, to ask all the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of the city 
to close their places for a half holiday 
on election day in order to give their 
employees a chance to vote, thus fnsur- 
ing enough voters at the polls to make 
up the requisite two-thirds of the reg- 
istered vote of the city. Second, to 
appoint a number of good speakers to 
make noonday addresses at the various 
shops and factories; and, third, to cen- 
ter all power in the advisory commit- 
tee of seven, which is to elect two ex- 
ecutive heads, a chairman and secre- 
tary, to direct the work. 

The advisory committee will meet 
today in the council chamber at 11 
o'clock to elect these two officers, to 
select the speakers proposed, to issue 
the request for the business men to 
close their factories and workshops, 
and to consider other plans of starting 
practical work immediately. 

Leading Citizens Present. 

There was an attendance of about 
75, which included most of the promi- 
nent and leading public-spirited and 
business men of the city. 

The advisory committee is made 
up as follows: First ward,:J. R. 
Smith; second ward, Press Huddleston; 
third ward, D. W. Green; fourth ward, 
Walter McElreath; fifth ward, J. J. 
Greer; sixth ward, Thomas H. Goodwin;

No members were appointed or nom- 
inated from the Federated Trades, be- 
cause the representatives of that body 
were in attendance unofficially, their 
names not having been formally sent 
in. It was announced that their body 
would cooperate with the movement, 
however, and be represented at the 
next meeting.

The meeting was called to order 
promptly at twelve o'clock by Mayor 
Maddox, as chairman, and Press Hud- 
dieston acting as secretary. Mayor 
Maddox sounded the keynote fur the 
enthusiasm that followed. 

“We have closed the most eventful 
week in Atlanta’s history,” said Mayor 
Maddox. “The success of the New 
York-Atlanta tour, the great success 
of The Constitution’s Good Roads move- 
ment, the Automobile Show, the Speéed- 
way races, and the Horse Show have 
attracted attention throughout - the 
country. It is estimated that we en- 
tertained at least 150,000 visitors, and 
yet we have experienced no accidents. 

Must Remove the Stigma, 

“But to merit the encomiums the city 
has universally received we must re- 
move the stigma that rests upon the 
fair name of Atlanta by reason of the 
lack of those improvements that we 
have come here to consider and relieve 
by the proposed bond issue. We 
doubt not but that an overwhelming 
majority of the people of Atlanta are 
in favor of the bond issue, but the dif- 
ficulty is to get them to the polls. 
We must get 5,000 to 6,000 voters to 
the polls on election day so as to have 
the requisite two-thirds, 

“Unless this bond issue is carried 
Atlanta will still rest under the dis- 
grace of allowing its streams to be 
polluted, its water to be filled with 
typhoid and other germs, and its air 
vitiated by the surface closets that are 
prevalent from one end of the city to 
the other.” 

Immediately followed the storm of 
applause that greeted the mayor’s ad- 
dress, F. A. Quillian, chairman of the 
bond commission, spoke: “The city 
has mapped out the most difficult 
work in its history,” he said. “We 
must rise splendidly to the occasion. 
There are three ways in which we can 
go to work to get these much-needed 
improvements, first, by raising a tax, 
second, by raising the water rate, and

Let 
us bury all thought,” he said, “except 
that of pushing this grand work 
through with but one idea in mind, 
that of accomplishing the greatest 
good to the greatest number, and all 
for the uplift and greater glory of the 
city of Atlanta.”

Bluefields, Nicaragua, by Wireless

acting affairs in an orderly manner 
here, and all American interests are 
fully protected. Zelaya’s troops still 
hold Greytown, but General Chamor- 
ro, with a large force of revolution- 
ists, has a well fortified position on 
the beach. He is also guarding the 
San Juan river in order to prevent the 
government troops from proceeding 
into the interior. 

Prisoners in the hands of General 
Chamorro say that many of the gov- 
ernment soldiers are sick, and that the 
others are losing courage on account 
of the exhausting marches which they 
made through the swamps and jungles.

I believe that, as the will of the people, expressed at the ballot box. 
must be obeyed, so the will of the people, determined under oath in the 
jury box, must be protected. Furthermore, it is not intended by the 
constitution and laws that the inhabitants of this state shall make of 
it a walking arseral. On the contrary, all who conduct themselves 
peaceably must be agesured immunity from harm, and all who would com- 
mit crime must be forced to know that they will suffer the prescribed 
penalty. In no way can this immunity be secured and this penalty be 
made a deterrent so certainly as by the establishment of the fact that 
the laws will be enforced and that, as in the case under review, when 
the safety of society is challenged, before the plistol’s muzzle stands the

has arisen between former Assistant 
Secretary James B. Reynolds, now a 
member of the tariff board, and Rich- 
ard Parr. a deputy surveyor attached 
to the New York customs house. 

The meat of the controversy appears 
to be the desire of Mr. Parr to obtain 
a moiety of tle fine imposed upon the 
Sugar Trust for the alleged frauds in 
the introduction of sugar into this 
country. It developed today that Mr. 
Parr last spring presented to the 
treasury department a statement of 
these alleged frauds in which he laid 
claim to such an amount as the treas- 
ury might allow him for the discovery 
of the frauds. The claim was to be 
paid out of the fine imposed upon the 
Sugar Trust, which amounted to poout 
$2,000,000. The department has taken 
no action on the claim. 

Secretary MacVeagh declined to enter 
into the controversy in any way, and 
would not say, even, that any intima- 
tion would be given to Mr. Parr that 
arguments in newspapers were dis- 
tasteful to the department. 

Accused Sugar Men in Court, 

New York, November 16.—A plea of 
not guilty to the indictments charging 
them with conspiracy and effecting and 
aiding in effecting entries of sugar at 
this port by false weights, was entered 
today by James F’.

HILL'S REPORT 
I IMPORTANT 


‘Made to Railroad Com- 


missioners in Washington 


Chairman of the Georgia Com- 
mission Is Chairman of the 
Committee on Powers, Duties 
and Work of Railway Com- 


missioners. 


Washington, November 16.—Chair- 
man H. W. Hill, of the Georgia rail- 
road commission, who is here, accom- 
panied by Rate Expert George F. 
Montgomery, today submitted to the 
convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Railway Commissioners his re- 
port as chairman of the committee 
on powers, duties and work of state 
railway commissions. The report is 
an interesting and important one. 

The report, in addition to it intro- 
duction, is quite voluminous, giving a 
short analysis of. the powers, duties 
and work of each state commission in 
the United States. Perhaps the most 
Striking feature of the introduction 
to the report is the following: 

“The question of regulating ralil- 
roads can never be settled by theories, 
but must be by the use of facts and 
figures secured through painstaking 
and conscientious work. Favoritism 
has played such a part in the past that 
the railroad companies themselves are 
ignorant of actual results following 
its elimination. The work of .§afll 
commissions should be to use diligence 
in obtainng facts and diffusing them 
in such a manner as will best influ- 
ence public opinion along conservative 
and correct lines. 

Will Not Correct Evils. 

“Punishment of past offenses will not 
correct present wrongs, and while 
radicals and sensationalists have played 
an important part in.the exposure .of 
evils more conservative men are nec- 
essary for their elimination. The high 
water mark in the government regula- 
tion of railroads was reached when the 
interstate commerce act was amended 
in 1908. The means used to defeat 
that law was proof: positive that the 
railroad officials recognized it as a 
measure of such importance that its 
passage must be prevented. 

“Perhaps the publicity given to the 
business conructed by common carriers 
has been the greatest mora! factor in 
the correction of abuses. The general 
public is inclined to be fair when facts 
are presented for its consideration, and 
for this reason commissioners should 
take special pains not to inflame the 
public mind by false and padded state- 
ments for political or other effect, but 
should use their best endeavors to pro- 
cure uniformity in the laws of the 
various states and uniformity of prac- 
tice by the various commissioners, 
which will not only curtail the de- 
mands on the railroads, but decrease 
the work of the commissioners and the 
courts. 

“The most important principles for 
the correction of evils in transporta- 
tion are laid down in the so-called 
Hepburn act, and have later been in- 
corporated into the laws governing 
commissions of many states. In re- 
spect to their value, your’ committee 
would name them consecutively as fol- 
lows (1) Making public the business 
of all common carriers; (2) filing of 
tariffs, making it necessary that they 
shall be published thirty days before 
becoming effective, and the power con- 
ferred upon the commission to ‘pre- 
scribe forms of same; (3) pow€r to pre- 
scribe reasonable ratesand regulations; 
(4) prohibiting the use of free trans- 
portation of freight and passengers; (5) 
power to investigate complaints. and 
issue orders correcting the same; (6) 
power to compel officers and agents 
to testify; (7) power to prescribe* 
methods of keeping records and ac- 
counts.”’ 

Hot Debate Marks Session. 

Because of the contention of many of 
the members that an attempt was be- 
ing made to limit the power of state 
railway commissioners, an acrimonious 
discussion marked the opening of the 
annual convention of the National As- 
sociation of Railway Commissioners 
here today. 4 : 

The discussion arose over the rec- 
ommendation of a committee that the 
convention indorse the idea of a fed- 
eral law giving the interstate com- 
merce commission authority to pre- 
scribe uniformity in classification for

Alderman Says Game Has

The Trouble of Game. 


“The trouble of the game is that the 
risk of life inherent in it is inordinate. 
It is perfectly clear that intelligent, 
resolute and concerted action should be | 
taken to remove this inordinate risk. 
There exists an intercollegiate athletic 
committee, whose function it to study 
the game, to the end that it may con- 
stantly check the dangers existing in| 
it. This committee hag not been idle, | 
but it has not yet struck at the root. 
of the tropble. The authorities of | 
American colleges should stand behind | 
this committee and insist that it find | 
and remove the elements of inordinate , 
danger in the sport. The American | 
public should also take a similar stand | 
in this matter 

“T believe it would be a calamity to 
take Out of college life the discipline 
that springs out of such a great game | 
as football. but I do believe and de- 
liherately declare that the peril and 
infury inherent In the strategy of this 
game should be eliminated or the game 
itself abandoned.”
